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God’s Answer for Man’s Needs

n November 19-20, 1957 one hundred and two 
O official representatives and special guests from 
fifty-five denominations had the privilege of sharing 
for two days in the reports and plans of the American 
Bible Society. It is impossible for one to record on 
paper the deep feelings he experiences in such a meet- 
ing. After we entered the Advisory Council sessions 
on the first day, we were led in our opening worship 
service by Dr. Henry S. Leiper. Following these 
moments of inspiration, Secretary Roy I. Madsen 
extended to us a most cordial welcome, and the 
warmth of his personality was felt throughout the 
sessions. The veteran Secretary, Dr. Eric M. North, 
told us why the churches needed a Bible Society; and 
then Dr. Robert T. Taylor explained why the Society 
needed an Advisory Council. We quickly sensed the 
importance of this two-day meeting when Dr. ‘Taylor 
closed his remarks to us by saying, *“This is no doubt 
the most important Advisory Council meeting in our 
history. We beseech you to hear our reports, study our 
needs and give us your prayerful and thoughtful 
advice.” 

I am sure that I speak for all delegates and guests 
when I say that at the close of our sessions at the 
Bible House we came away with five definite impres- 
sions which I should like to share with you, the readers 
of the Bible Society Record. 

1. In the first place we were once again impressed 
with the personnel of the American Bible Society. 
Emerson once said that “‘an institution is but the 
lengthened shadow of a man.”’ The American Bible 
Society is the lengthened shadow of such men as Dr. 
Frank H. Mann, deceased; Dr. Francis C. Stifler, 


retired; and that splendid group of devoted men an; 
women who comprise the Secretarial staff of today 
We felt that each Secretary was the right person fo 
the position he or she filled. Surely God has laid Hi 
hand upon these men and women for this importan 
mission of the American Bible Society. 

2. We came away from these sessions impressed no} 
only with the character of the personnel but also with 
the efficiency with which the work had been accom| 
plished and the reports presented. No institution coulc 
have presented any better documents than the twe 
presented to us as we entered the first session. 

One document, eighty-three pages in length, con: 
tained the agenda, the names of the officers of the 
Society, messages by several Secretaries, the report 0: 
the Translations Department for the past year, a re: 
port of the number of Bibles and Portions of Scripture 
produced by twenty-three Bible Societies throughout 
the world, the work with the blind, church goals and 
gifts, a report from the publicity and audio-visual 
departments, and a membership list of the Advisory 
Council delegates and guests. This was indeed an 
imposing document, put together with skill and care: 

The second document, of equal size with the first 
one, was just as carefully prepared. It contained the 
General Budget, the finance budget showing the 
sources of income, and the publication budget. These 
carefully prepared reports showed to us something 
of the efficiency of the Secretaries of the Society, 
especially that of Dr. Gilbert Darlington, a veteran 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Society, and his asso- 
ciate and successor, Mr. Charles W. Baas. 

3. The third impression was that of the effectivenes:

dolmeen and Paul A. Collyer, Secretaries for foreign 
istribtion of the Bible, spoke about their work 
broa they had four nationals from four countries 
tome vrward and ask such questions as, “How can 
ve evangelize the vast unevangelized millions of East 
\sia?-Where shall we find the truth that makes us 
ee?-How can we buy Bibles in Africa?” and “Is 
here eally a brotherhood of man, or are we perma- 
nentl'set at odds, one nation against another?” These 
re important questions that people are asking around 

e wrld; and when we realize that the Bible con- 
ains he positive answer to these questions, then we 
ealiz anew the effectiveness of the Bible wherever it 
s real and followed. This great need is not only in the 
orein fields but, as Richard H. Ellingson, Secretary 
or tle distribution of Scriptures in the United States, 
old 1s in his report: ‘“Approximately eighty languages 
re equired to supply the Scripture needs of the 
Jnitd States annually, nearly that many being 
weeded in the Pacific District alone, where last year 
ust ander a million volumes of Scripture were sup- 
lied by the American Bible Society.” 

Daring his inspirational message at the luncheon 
our the guest speaker, Dr. Paul S. Rees, reminded us 
f that fact that “the Bible is the cutting edge of 
vangelism, the growing edge of Christian culture.” 
.s we heard of many lives that had been changed by 
ne Word of God, all were impressed again with the 
ffectiveness upon mankind of the Bible and its 
lessage. 

4, The fourth impression we had as we came away

from the Bible House was a 
new sense of urgency in get- 
ting the Scriptures to people 
everywhere, and getting it to 
them in various ways through 
many different channels. We 
knew of the need before we 
went to the sessions of the 
Advisory Council, but we 
came away feeling a greater 
responsibility of getting the 
Bible into the hands and 
hearts of people as quickly as 
possible. The doors of this 
opportunity have literally 
been blown from their hinges 
around the world, and every- 
where people are searching for a faith that will satisfy. 

We commend our Secretaries at the Bible Society 
for recognizing the opportunities that opened this 
year in India, France and the Congo Basin and for 
taking advantage of these opportunities, which would 
not have been met if they had not, on faith, entered 
into these new areas. 

The need is pressing everywhere. Mr. Madsen 
pointed out the fact that the world population is grow- 
ing at the rate of twenty-five millions each year, and 
that each year twenty million adults are learning © 
read. They will certainly read something; and unless 
they can have Bibles in their own languages, they will 
not read of God’s Good News of salvation threugh 
Jesus Christ. The eighteen members of the staff n the 
Translations Department are working day an¢ night 
to meet the growing demand for Bibles and Fortions 
of Scriptures in the many languages. Three staff mem- 
bers last year traveled to twenty-six countries and as- 
sisted in sixty-five language projects. ‘he report of the 
Translations Department, as presented by Secretary 
William A. Smalley, shows that during the year 
Portions of Scripture came from the press in five new 
dialects for the first time, with Portions in process of 
publication in ten more dialects for the first time, 
and major translations and revisions in process in 
thirty-one languages and dialects. 

There are many channels other than the printed 
Word that are being used to carry the Good News to 
people around the world. One of these channels is the 
Braille Bible and phonograph records for the blind. 
Miss Ruth Barrett always thrills us with her story of 
the increasing work being done for the blind and of 
the joy that comes to the sightless from reading with 
their fingers or from hearing the story of the Bible 
coming to them through the aid of the phonograph. 

Dr. James Z. Nettinga, Secretary for Educational 
Publicity, and his assistant, Albert C. Johnson, are 
constantly telling their story of the work of the Bible 
Society through the Bible Society Record, radio, tele- 
vision, motion pictures, film strips and phonograph

literate Christian with a 
copy of the New Testa- 
ment and every literate 
non-Christian with a 
Gospel Portion. This 
means that eighteen mil- 
lion copies of the Scrip- 
tures must be distributed 
each year for five years— 
or approximately eight- 
een times as many books 
as are now circulated on 
the present budget! The 
magnitude of the task in 
India prompted the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety to invite the Amer- 
ican Bible Society to 
share equally in the sup- 
port of Bible Society work 
in India and Ceylon, 
starting in 1957.

_ TN us remarks to Cassius the sharp-witted Brutus 
| said, 

‘There is a tide in the affairs of men 

Which, taken at the flood, leads on to fortune; 
Omitted, all the voyage of their life 
Is bound in shallows and in miseries.” 

The Christian witness across the world is at flood 
tide. Even in the Iron Curtain countries the Word of 
God is being published and the Good News of the 
Gospel is being preached. Scores of men and women 
in every country under heaven are turning to Christ 
daily; churches are being built; Christian schools 
established, hospitals and homes opened; and every- 
where the demand for the printed Word is increasing. 
In every land men and women seeking new light for 
their minds and new power for their lives are turning 
to the Bible. The fact is, the clamant demand for 
Scriptures at the present moment in Asia, Africa and 
Latin America is so great that the Bible Societies of 
Europe and America are accelerating their efforts and 
expending their resources to provide the world with the 
Scriptures, now in 1,109 languages. “There is a tide in 
the affairs of men!”? How long this flood tide will con- 
tinue is unknown. 

The cry for more Bibles has arisen with special 
urgency during recent months in India, the Belgian 
Congo and France. ‘The efforts of the American Bible 
Society to respond to this appeal are described else- 
where in this issue. Here let us look at the ‘“‘flood 
tide” which is so highly favorable to the distribution 
of the Scriptures in these countries. 

In India the Gospel may still be preached without 
intimidation. Christianity first came to India as far 
back as the first century, but the great expansion of 
the church among India’s millions did not begin until 
the Bible began to be translated into their scores of 
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languages. ‘Today the work of translation continue 
and the demand for Scriptures increases with eac 
language added to the list. The Bible Society is di 
tributing about a million copies every year, but the 
are not enough. Everywhere in India students, pa 
tors, parents and children ask for Bibles and must b 
told they are not available; they are being printed 
fast as the funds allow, but more are needed. Th 
truth is that the circulation of a million copies amon} 
India’s 400 million people means that we are onl 
keeping pace with the rise in literacy in the countt 
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France 


jand falling tragically behind the annual increase in 
population. ‘“There is a tide in the affairs of men.” 

In the Congo the demand is no less urgent. Virtually 
junknown to the civilized world a short century ago, 
ithe Congo Basin sprawls across the heart of the earth’s 
jsecond largest continent, an area containing nearly 
30 million people and speaking 200 languages and 
‘dialects. In fact, 1956 was the centenary of the com- 
pletion of Livingstone’s first great journey from An- 
sola to Mozambique; and Stanley’s crossing of the 
‘continent from Zanzibar to the mouth of the Congo 
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was a mere eighty years ago. The rate of accessions to 
the Christian church in Africa since those two stal- 
warts carried the Gospel into the heart of the Congo 
has been phenomenal, the numbers doubling them- 
selves about every twelve years. We can praise God 
for this remarkable evidence of the power of His 
Word to speak to the hearts of these millions of Af- 
ricans, but we must quickly find the funds with which 
to provide every inquirer with a copy of the Bible in 
his own tongue. ““There is a tide!”’ 

France, too, is an important mission field. Though 
nominally Christian, it has about the lowest percent- 
age of active Christians of any country in Europe. 
Materialism, secularism and even sensualism domi- 
nate the thinking and actions of great numbers of the 
people. Many have no knowledge of Christ and His 
Gospel. Yet France has great influence in world af- 
fairs and upon world culture. In recent decades this 
has been a non-Christian influence. Communism has 
gained one of its strongest footholds in Western Europe 
there. ‘he evangelical churches claim less than 2 per- 
cent of the po on. Present Scripture circulation is 
only one copy per 2 223 persons. Yet there is a revival 
of interest in the Bible, stimulated in part by a small 
group of Roman Catholic priests. Bible Society exhi- 
bitions throughout the country have also aroused 
interest. Since the war the American Bible Society 
has been making substantial annual appropriations 
for the work in France. Now the amount must be 
greatly increased if the country of the Enlightenment 
is to have the true Light. France is strategic in Euro- 
pean life. The strategy must more than ever in the 
past be based on the Word of God. “There is a tide 
in the affairs of men!”

Findings Committee Report 


There is a sense of urgency in the affairs of men 
today. The heavens have been brought close to earth. 
Missiles have been sent into space and brought back; 
others are in orbit. 

The Christian Church is keenly aware of what 
these events may portend. It sees rapidly changing 
concepts in a changing world; it knows that God’s 
Word abides. ‘‘Heaven and earth may pass away, but 
my words shall not pass away.” 

For peoples of the world, frightened by missiles, the 
church has a message. That message is His Word— 
the Holy Bible. 

We are ready to herald this Good News. Never was 
the need greater; never was the hunger deeper; never 
was Our opportunity more urgent. 

We are learning increasingly that, when all else 
fails, God’s Word does not return void—but accom- 
plishes. It remains. It makes for Christian stability 
among new Christians and in new lands. The pyra- 
miding call for the Holy Scriptures around the world 
flings wide to us the door of opportunity. 

The call rising from India, the Congo Basin and 

France creates an immediate need for $153,000 not 

anticipated a few months ago. 

The spiritual hunger of our military personnel 

based throughout the world and in veterans’ hos- 

pitals, manifested in their growing requests for 
whole Bibles, makes imperative the $225,000 re- 
quired to meet this need. 

The ever-widening circle of foreign missionary work 

by the denominations; the incredible increase of 

literacy, so that each year at least 25,000,000 addi- 
tional adults are able to read; and the thousands of 
blind who need God’s Word in Braille, in the 

Moon system, or on Talking Book Records, make it 

imperative that our fifty-five cooperating denom- 

inations reach their fair share quotas in the target 

year 1958. 

God has commissioned every Christian—and thus 
every church—to spread His Word to the ends of the 
world. Obviously, no single denomination can do this 
alone. 

But the Lord always has a way. In the American 
Bible Society all of us find a channel for carrying out 
this part of the Great Commission. By pooling and 
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channeling our resources through the American Bible 
Society we have a means of translation, production. 
and distribution of the Scriptures which would other. 
wise be impossible. 

The American Bible Society does not stand apart from the 
churches as something to be supported by the churches. Rather, 
it is an agent of the churches in a program of world coanea aa 

If we fail as churches to provide funds for this cause, 
we do not fail a society—but Christ and souls for 
whom He gave Himself. 


The Two Great Needs are Before Us! 


(1) The immediate call for $153,000 to meet un- 
anticipated needs for India, the Congo Basin, and 
France. 

(2) The need for each denomination to redouble 
its efforts to meet its fair-share budget for 1958. 


What Can We Do?

The fact that there is still $1,576,532 whic 
represents needs which will not be met rena ani 
centive to each of us and to each denomination t 
carry our full share of financial responsibility. 


Bible Emphasis and Projects 


We recommend that strong emphasis be given 
Universal Bible Sunday, the Worldwide Bible Reac 
ing plan, and that the theme for 1958 be ““The Bo 
That Lives.” 

We recommend that the American Bible Societ¥ 
when desired, assign special projects to denominati 
or churches to assist in raising its budget.

people in this area. The Bible Societies have already 
published the Scriptures in 81 of these languages, and 
still others are now being translated. The new Congo 
Basin Joint Agency is served by 2,000 missionaries, of 
whom 1,200 are from the United States. Included in 
the 1958 budget is $28,000 for the work in this Agency, 
but this figure will meet only basic needs. It allows 
for no expansion of the work; it offers no margin of 
stock which will guarantee an uninterrupted flow of 
Scriptures in Fioti, Kituba, Otetela, Tshiluba and 
the 77 other languages of a region in which people 
are seeking a positive answer. 

Bible Society work in France, where Protestant 
forces are so small, must be more adequately sup- 
ported, so the American Bible Society has assumed 
responsibility for half the total recurring budget re- 
quirements rather than providing funds for scattered 
projects as before. 

Your Society’s expense budget for 1958, totaling 
$3,463,000, makes provision for adding an equal 
share, with the British and Foreign Bible Society, for 
the work in India, the Congo Basin and France. The 
question to be answered is, Will Americans raise their 
standard of giving to the Bible Society and thus re- 
spond to the Macedonian call from India, Africa, 
Europe and other parts of the world to “come over 
and help us’? ‘ 

The doors are open today, but we cannot tell how 
long they will stay open for the Good News of the 
Gospel. ‘Therefore the American Bible Society is tak- 
ing a great step forward on faith in accepting perma- 
nently its share in the three new areas. While every 
effort will be made to raise the additional funds, it is 
not certain that support can be obtained in sufficient 
quantity to extend the work as well as absorb other 
items of increase in the budget that are caused by a 
continuing increase in costs of operation. Are you 
willing to help answer this problem by sending a 
special contribution to the Bible Society?
